Preservation of ISonqnets. 


A florist of many years* experience 


gives the following recipe for prescrv 
ing bouquets: When you receive a bou 
qnet, sprinkle it lightly with fresh wa 
ter; then put it^into a ve-sel containing 
some soapsuds, which nourish the rooti 
and keep the flowers as bright as new. 
Take the bonquet ont of the suds every 
morning and lay it sideways in fresh 
water, the stalk entering first into the 
water. Keep it there a minute or two 
then take the flowers out and sprinkle 
it lightly by the hand with pure water. 
Replace the bouquet in the soapsuds, 
and the flowers will bloom as fresh as 
when first gathered. The soapsuds neet 
to be changed every third day. By ob- 
serving these rules a bouquet can ba 
kept bright and beautiful for tn le 
one month and will last still longer in 
a very passable state, but the attention 
to the fair and frail creatures, as direct- 
ed above, must be strictly observed.—

These finally become mat 


ted into spherical concretions, oftes 
composed in part also of pbo=phatic 
salts or other finely divided alimentary 
refuse occupying the minute spaces be 
tweea tho hairs. In the center of th' 
ball is frequently found a nail or some 
other hard object, around which the firs 
hairs had wrapped themselves when the 
formation of the hall was begun. 


Hair balls made up of plant hair 


have also been observed, consisting o: 
the so called "beards" or awns of oats, 
barley or other grain. In all tho record 
eti cases the plant hairs are barbed as 
in crimson clover, and it is doubtless 
true that only a plant with barbed hairs 
c.in cause trouble of this kind, unless 
the hairs are very long aud flexible and 
can hold themselves together by wrap- 
ping around each other. 


To explain the conditions under which 


the feeding of crimson clover proved so 
disastrous in certain parts of Delaware 
m 1895 it is to be noted that crimson 
clover when intended for hay is en 
about tho middle of May. If imendec 
for a crop of seed the clover is left stand- 
ing about three weeks longer. After 
cutting, the clover is cither left one or 
t\\ o weeks m the cock aud then thrasher 
directly fiom the rield or is stacked un- 
til a more convenient time for thiash- 
ing, often a mouth or loupor. The in- 
creasing demand for crimson clover hac 
induced an unusually large uaniber. ol 
farmers in 1895 to save their crop for 
seed instead of hay. Consequently a 
larger amount than usual was left to 
mature it= "=ced, and many farmers h.ic 
a short crop of clover iiay, upon which 
they customarily depend at than season. 
After the middle of May they were 
forced to fodder their stock on overripe 
clover, and after the clover seed harvest 
many of them fed their horses from the 
stack or, worse yet, on the straw and ref- 
use of the thrashing machines. Most of 
the deaths occurred in the latter half of 
July, at a time, therefore, when the horses 
had been kept on tins impropei diet 
from six to ten weeks. A correspondent 
in DeJawaie has recently expressed his 
belief, based on an experience of sevcia) 
years in feeding crimson clover, that 
dampening the hay with water several 
hours before feeding entirely prevents 
the formation of hair balls. 


Though criiason clover has long been 


in use in Europe as a forage plant, noth- 
ing appears to have been published there 
regaiding its liability to form hair balls, 
and nothing therefore regarding treat- 
ment of cases. When tho balls have once 
developed to such a size that they can- 
not pass through the intestines, PO prac- 
tical remedy can be suggested. But the 
prevention of tee difficulty is in most 


easy. Tho hairs of cnmeca clover 


do not become stiff until tlio plant has 
cassed the flowering suge and begun to 
ripen. 


It should be made a rule, therefore, 


never to feed crimson elover after tlie 
crop has ceased flowtmiR, .incl especially 
never to follow tho pcinu luus practice 
of feeding stock with the straw ot crim- 
son clover raised and thra«hcd as ,i seed 
crop. 
By guarding against impiopcr 


methods of feeding theie is no rt.ij-on 
why crimson clover should not continue 
to maintain its well merited reputation 
and increase in use as a foliage plant 
and green manure,

They don't an this in the 
United States, and mind you, the 
purchasing capacity of the Mexican 
dollar in Mexico is as much as the 
American dollar in America, 


"If these gentlemen had 'gone to 


the south of Mexico they would have 
been surprised when they found a 
better condition than they can Hod 
in this country. The German labor- 
ers are paid from t45 to 850 a month 
and each man, with a family or no 
family, is given six acres of land to 
till for his own u«e. 
Brick layers 


get from $3 to 89 per day and stone 
masons from $7 to «10. Men come 
from American cities to get these 
jobs and they are never in a hurrv to 
return.

"They speak of the price or butter 


as being $1 per pound. Mexicans, 
antll a few years ago, never heard ot 
butter, and if these people had gone 
Into Mexico Instead of lingering on 
the border land they would have 
found a very different condition."
